T>E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and

the payment of such fees accordingly. 


(3) The Board in any year in respect of which provision is 
made by them for the payment of fees under this section shall, 
so far as practicable, appropriate the funds at their disposal in 
25 such a manner, that a sum not exceeding one-sixth of the total 
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A.D. 1913. amount available in the year for the payment of fees to 
— managers of schools may be available for the payment of fees 
under this section. 

Power to 2— (1) The Board may, with the approval of the Lord 

make rules. Lieutenant, make rules for carrying into effect the objects of 
this Act, and in particular for prescribing and satisfying them- 
selves as to the observance of conditions upon which managers 
of schools may receive payment of fees. 

(2) All rules made in pursuance of this section shall be 
laid before both Houses of Parliament within twenty-one. days 
nest after the same have been made, if Parliament is then sitting, 
or if Parliament is not then sitting, within twenty-one days 
after the commencement of the then next ensuing session, and 
if any such rules are disapproved by either House of Parliament 
within forty days after the same have been so laid before 
Parliament, such rules, or such part thereof as may be so 
disapproved, shall thereupon become void and of no effect. 

Short title 3. This Act may be cited as the Intermediate Education 

and con- (Ireland) Act, 1913, and shall be construed as one with the 
struction. Intermediate Education (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1900, and this 
Act and those Acts may be cited collectively as the Intermediate 
Education (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1913. 
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
